Capt. William M. Meredith, formerly of 
Chicago, and superintendent of the bu- 
rer of engraving and printing under 
President Harrison. 


The deceased was 68 years of age and 


lived in Decatur before the war. He was 
a brother of Mrs. John Lindsay of South 
Webster street, and of Mrs. James Pier- 
son of East Condit street. Jerry P. 
Nicholson is his cousin. Relatives in 
this city have been informed by tele- 
graph of the sad occurrence.

About 150 Deoatur people left here 


Sunday morning at 7:30 for Turkey Bun 
or Bloomingdale Glens) on the I., D. & 
V. excursion. The ride was over at 
leven o'clock, the escaraionist* getting 
off at Marshall, and there they took a 
lack or buggy or a spring wagon, oa 
very style of conveyance in that sec. 
ion of the Hoosier state was there rep- 
esented, and rode out to Turkey Run, a 
distance of three miles. The entrance 
o the grounds is a smooth tract, about 
ive acres square, over 125 feet above the 
river, and is surrounded and thickly 
studded with immense shade trees. On 
;he grounds a dozen or more tente were 
erected, people assembling there for a 
week's sport from all sections of the 
Jnited States. The scenery about the 
tract 
is exquisite, picturesque and 


sublime. There are 1133 acres in that 
section that are owned by an old eccen- 
ric German Scotchman, 400 acres of 
which land comprises what promises to 
become famous as Turkey Run. For 
eleven years the resort has been iu 
charge of W. B. Hooghkirk, a middle 
aged gentleman who related with much 
pleasure information regarding the tract. 
Che principal features'on the tract are 
the Lost Canyon, Bear's Hollow, Ice 
Jhest, Rooky Hollows and Gypsy Gulch, 
>esides many smaller features of equal 
nterest to the curious sight seer. Sur- 
rounding the camping ground these 
deep gorges are to be found and one 
might walk for days and days and never 
reach the end of them. In the Ice Chest 
he temperature Sunday was 26 degrees. 
As a resort Turkey Run stands alone, as 
;here are none equal to it for thousands 
of miles around. The place is as yet un- 
discovered by the student of nature, but 
a season more will find Turkey Run 
sought after by all the foremost geolo- 
gists. 
Buildings are erected on the 


grounds and all provisions made for the 
accomodation of visitors. 


A few words of praise might also be 


said of Conductor Curran, who took the 
train to Marshall, and of Conductor 
Trulock, who brought it back. They 
are gentlemen in the soundest sense and 
are wide awake to the conveniences of 
all the passengers.

READY TO ADJOURN. 


The Second Session of the Fifty 


Third Congress 


ULL PROBABLY EXPIRE TEIS WEEK. 


Nothing Notr Remain* to be Done bat 


to Clean Up tbe Fag Ends of a 


Busy Session—Both Houses 


Without a Quorum. 


OX, Aug. 20.—There is good 


reason to believe that the week that 
opens to-day will see the close of the 
second session of the fifty-third con- 
gress. Tha work of the senate is fin- 
ished; the last of the appropriation bills 
was completed and the conference re- 
port adopted Friday, and there is noth- 
ing now for the senate to do but to 
clean up the fag ends of a baby and 
•rery entertaining session. 


About the only thing that keeps sen- 
ators here is the tariff bill; and the 
general impression now is that the 
president will permit it to become law 
just as soon as the treasury officials 
are ready to carry it into effect 
That 


he does not intend to veto the bill is 
clear, for the law point is not being 
prepared at the government printing 
office. 


After that it is likely that the hen- 


ate may meet for a short time daily 
and then adjourn pending the recep- 
tion of the tariff bill. Until it is 
known just when to expect this meas 
ure from the president it is not likely 
that a joint resolution fixing a day for 
adjournment will be introduced. 
s In the meantime there wil) be an ef- 
fort (and perhaps a successful one) to 
pass the house bill to repeal all laws 
authorizing a rebate of the internal 
revenue tax on alcohol used in the 
arts. Mr. Sherman in his "plain talk" 
on Saturday showed the necessity for 
the passage of that measure; and Mr. 
Allison will be heard on the same point 
and on the whole subject of this ses- 
sion's tariff legislation to-day. 


There was nothing much for the 


house of representatives, apparently, 
but to wait for the action of the presi- 
dent on the tariff bill and then adjourn. 
The adoption of the Murphy resolu- 
tion in the senate Saturday is taken 
aa an expression of the determination 
on the part of that body to do no more 
business, and the futile efforts of the 
managers of the quorum to vote on the 
Sugar trust and bounty resolution dem- 
onstrated the fact that, like the house, 
the senate was practically .without a 
quorum. Therefore, it is assumed that 
none o£ the bills yet in conference be- 
tween the two houses will be further 
considered at this session, for it is not 
likely that they could be passed, even 
were the conferees to come to an agree- 
ment thereon. 


Among this class of measures are 


two proposed judicial changes, one re- 
lating to the powers of commissioners 
appointed by territorial courts, and the 
other to the payment of state taxes 
levied against corporations in the 
hands of receivers appointed by Unitec 
States courts. 


The committee on rules has notified 


chairmen of committees applying for 
a day on which to consider business 
reported from them that no more al- 
lotments of time for that purpose will 
be made.

Attacks His Wife, Brothcr-in-Law and 


Children with a Butcher Knife, In- 


flicting Frightful Wounds—Then 


Jumps from • Window. 


NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 20 —In a little 


two-story house on Davis avenue, 
Kearney, an awful tragedy occurred at 
2 o'clock yesterday morning, that re- 
sulted m the death of one man and the 
probable death of his wife and brother- 
in-law, and the attempted murder of 
four children 
Thomas Hewitt, the 


central figure in the tragedy, lived on 
the second floor with his wife. Adel, 
and four children and Fred Purcell, 
his wife's brother, ayouugman22years 
of age. 
Three weeks ago Hewitt, who is a 


moulder, 25 years of age, was com- 
pelled to quit work because of illness. 
Dr. Allers, the family physician, diag- 
nosed the case as, typhoid fever and 
one week ago Hewitt was compelled to 
take to his bed. The family was poor 
and he could not have a doctor in daily 
attendance, but he )eit word to be sent 
for if any change occurred in the 
patient's condition. 


Saturday night at 11 o'clock Hewitt 


became irrational and called on hlfl 
wife, who was in constant attendance, 
to pray for him. She was about to 
call her brother, who was asJeep with 
their children in an inner room, when 
the patient dropped into a heavy slum- 
ber. The wife, who was fatigued with 
her long vigil, grasped the opportunity 
to take a little sleep, and threw 
herself wearily on the bed with the 
children. Two hours later she was 
startled by a noise in her husband's 
room, and peering through a small 
window she was horrified to see him 
standing in the center of the room, 
nude, with his underclothes lying on 
the floor in shreds. 


Before she could move he rushed into 


the room and to where she sat on the 
side of the bed and said: "Del, my 
hour has come; I have got to die. For 
God's sake pray for me." The next in- 
stant he darted out of the room into the 
kitchen, and before his wife divined his 
intention, he reappeared with a large 
carving knife in his hand. 
Fright 


rendered the terrified woman speech- 
less and unable to move, and in the 
nest instant he plunged the long, keen 
blade into her shoulder, inflicting a 
wound six inches long. As he raised 
the knife for another blow Mrs. Hewitt 
grasped the blade with her left hand 
and he drew away, almost cutting the 
hand in two 


All this happened in less time than it 
takes to relate it and not a sound es- 
caped, but Mrs. Hewitt's brother was 
aroused and grasping the situation 
rur>hed to save his sister from her 
maniac husband. The latter with a 
power born of frenzy threw Purcell to 
the floor like a child, and prouncing 
upon him, drove the knife through the 
prostrate man's shoulder into his left 
breast. Again he raised the knife, and 
Purcell, like his sister, attempted to 
ward off the blows with his right hand, 
with the result that his fingers were 
almost severed from the hand. 


Turning from Purcell, Hewitt rushed 


to the room where his children were 
sleeping peacefully, unconscious of the 
terrible occurrence until the frenzied 
father with an awful lunge attempted 
to cut the head off Adele, the eldest 
child, who slept on the outside. His 
aim was unsteady and He only suc- 
ceeded in cutting a frightful gash on 
the child's neck and shoulder. She 
awoke %vith a wild shriek which caused 
her father to drop the knife and rush 
headlong from the room. Into the 
front room he dashed and in the next 
instant he plunged through a window 
to the ground below, whore he was 
picked up a few minutes later, uncon- 
scious and bleeding from a hole on the 
top of his head. 


The child's shriek had aroused John 


Terlinnc and his son 
They found 


Hewitt lying naked on the street He 
had received coneusbion of the brain 
and died at 7 o'clock 
There are only 


slight hopes of the recovery of Mrs 
Hewitt and her brother 
The child is 


painfully, though not necessarily fa- 
tally wounded.

FRANCISCO, Aug. 17. — The 


tcainer China, which arrived from the 
Orient yesterday afternoon, brings ad- 
vices up to August 7. The Japanese 
people are stirred to their depths by the 
'reseat complication with China. The 
ffair absolutely engrosses tbe att en- 
ion of the people, high and low. So 
Boon as matters assumed a serious com- 
jlexion petitions began literally to 
iour into the central staff office from 
ountry localities asking psrmissionto 
crve in the army. Amongi the leading1 
ignatures was that of Gen. Shisoku, 
who has seen active service on an oe- 
asion either of the restoration or of 
he civil war in Ratsuma. 
The .1 LiMmeic Gazette says: "The 


nation is imbued with one spirit 


—toliurnlhte China. High and low, 
ich and poor, soldiers and mer9hants 
ave but one desire. Probable con- 


sequences are utterly ignored. 
No 


bought of possible reverses, of bloody 
eprisals upon Japan's coasts, or of 
Inancial confusion daunts their war- 
ike ardor. In Japan's immense su- 
veriority they repose utmost confi- 
dence. 
"Nor is the temper of the Chinese, so 
ar as it can be gathered from Shang- 
lai papers just received, one wit less 
bellicose. It is more dangerous be- 
ause they admit that at first Japan 
may be victorious. But of the ulti- 
mate issue they have no doubt. Japan 
with itb slender resources of men and 
money, they aver, can be no match in 
he long run for China's millions. The 
magnitude of the preparations might 
well make Japan pause if she had not 
already proceeded too far to extricate 
lerself without loss of prestige. But 
his is impossible, and the two nations 
now stand committed to war." 


The following account of the battle 


at Songhwan is published in a Japan- 
se paper: "Our army was drawn up 
n battle array at Cshilwon, while the 
Chinese troops were posted at Song- 
iwan and Phyong Thaik. Now, be- 
ween the two armies lay a track of 
rice swamp through which flows a 
mall river. Oi^r troops fought very 
lard with this river between them- 
elves and the enemy, but it being 
very difficult to cross this stream un- 
ler fire, a party was dispatched by 
way of Chik San. so as to make a flank 
.ttack on the Chinese. The Chinese 
were not prepared for this move, and 
/hey were easily put to flight." 


The number of Chinese engaged in 


his fight is said to have been 2,800. 


"A panic is feared in Japanese finan- 


cial circles on account of the Corean 
imbroglio," says the Asahi. "Banks 
iave suspended their loans, while de- 
>osits are being fast withdrawn. Cap- 
talists are unwilling to invest, as they 
expect to have an opportunity of raak- 
ng large profits through the panic. The 
money market is now very stiff. But," 
continues the Asahi, "this is merely 
due to the inference drawn from the 
!act that the present war is far greater 
ir>d more expensive than the Ratsuma 
rebellion." 


Food, in consequence of the war, is 


rising in price. 


•The Taoti," says the North China 


laily News, "has informed foreign 
consuls that measures will be taken to 
close Woo Sung bar." 


The same paper states that 13,000 


.roops have been safely landed in 
Corea. The Naniyang squadron is to 
attack the coast of Japan, while Foo 
3haw and Canton ships are to make an 
attempt on the Loo Choo islands, so 
that, as anticipated, the viceroy will 
not content himself, with operations in 
Corea. 


The China Gazette learns that 20,000 


;roops are being called out for each 
wovince. It is also rnmored that Jap- 
inese cruisers are preparing for an at- 
tack upon Silver island so as to com- 
mand the Yang-tse and to prevent the 
earning up of the 500,000 troops from 
Ngankin. 


The Tien-Tsin correspondent of the 


Shina Gazette says: "We hear from 
Corea on good authority that a great 
deal of sickness prevails among the 
Chinese troops, and that they are 
hanging- themselves by dozens in de- 
spair of their surroundings. The Jap- 
anese also are in a pretty bad plight, 
great numbers having died, and illness 
in still rife in their camp. But the 
death rate is very much higher among 
the Chinese. 


Ministers of state for home and for- 


eign affairs dispatched telegrams on 
the 25th ultimo to local governors 
to cause them to assure Chinese 
living in 
their' respective juris- 


dictions that even in case war 
should be declared against China their 
safety shall receive the attention of 
the Japanese government. The Chi- 
nese government will take similar 
steps for the safety of Japanese sub- 
jects resident in China. 


Volunteer corps are steadily form- 


ing in various parts of Japan and the 
war office is being inundated with of- 
fers of help, both in men, materials 
and money. 


The archives of the Chinese consulate 


at Yokohama have been placed in cus- 
tody of the American consul-general, 
the Chinese minister and consuls hav- 
ing left Japan for home.

Another story says she is 
till residing in the palace, but is se- 
iously ill with malarial fever. 
The Jiji Shampo reports that inhab- 
tants of Seoul are in great distress on 
account of the enormous increase in 
trices caused by the present complica- 
.ions and by the entire stoppage of 
transportation of rice. 


The Hong Kong Mail says: "Japan 


seems to be prepared to take the field, 
but China, as may be imagined by 
;hose who know anything of 
the 


methods of the mandarins, could not, 
t is generally believed, do more than 
act upon the defensive. For most part 
her army exists on paper only, while 
he navy is not so powerful as has been 
reported." 


The Japan Mail says: "Now that 
Ighting has commenced between China 
and Japan, we may expect that events 
will move rapidly. There has been an 
assured belief in Pekin that the Euro- 
jean powers would never allow the 
ituation to reach a belligerent stage. 
And in confidence of that belief China 
las been allowing herself to talk very 
arge.

A GLOOMY VIEW. 


Chintwe Loilnff Faith In the ImprernabU- 


Ity of Wel-IUI-Wel. 


LONDON, Aug. 29.—The Shang-Hai 


correspondent of the Central News 
rives a gloomy view of affairs at Wei- 
3ai-Wei. the fortified city on the Shan 
Tung promontory. There is little 
doubt that the Japanese intend to at- 
;ack this Chinese stronghold shortly, 
despite tbe tradition of the Chinese 
that the place is Impregnable. The 
ights along the promontory have been 
extinguished and the buoys have been 
removed, and the Chinese are con- 
stantly adding to the defenses by lay- 
.ng torpedoes and submarines. 


Nevertheless, on three successive 


nights last week Japanese torpedo 
boats entered the harbor and recon- 
noitered the forts. The crews' of the 
Chinese torpedo boats, which lie in the 
harbor, had no inkling of the nearness 
of the enemy until the Japanese ves- 
sels were leaving. The Wei-Hai-Wei 
forts then opened fire, but it was too 
ate to accomplish anything 


The succebs of these three Japanese 


expeditions has shaken frreatly the 
confidence of the army in the impreg- 
nability of Wei-Hai-Wel. Tbe supposi- 
tion is that the Japanese are preparing 
For a combined land and sea attack on 
the stronghold. The garrison is being 
increased to meet such an attack and 
lieavy guns are being added to the 
artillery in the interior line of de- 
fenses. 


The foreigners who were employed 


in the Wei-Hai-Wei arsenal are leaving 
the place. Nearly all the Englishmen 
and Scotchmen have gone, and within 
a few days only natives are likely to be 
left in the shops. The feeling against 
foreigners is running high among the 
military in the city. The soldiers have 
fired several times upon foreigners who 
were leaving the shops, and have 
been 
checked 
only 
with 
diffi- 


culty be their officers. 
Often the 


foreigners are insulted as they depart. 
None of them have been wounded as 
yet, but their escape has been almost 
solely due to tbe strenuous efforts ol 
the officers who have been charged 
with the responsibility for their safety.
